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The  Board  of  Government  cordially  invites  the 
attention  of  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  to 
the  advantages  which  will  accrue  to  such  as  are 
eligible  by  acquiring  membership  in  our  Association. 
The  question  will  naturally  be  asked,  “What  in¬ 
ducement  is  there  for  me  individually  to  join  this 
Association?”  Many  reasons  may  be  given  in  ans¬ 
wer.  It  is  proverbial  that  “in  union  there  is 
strength.”  Concert  of  action  by  numbers  will  pro¬ 
duce  results  unattainable  by  individual  effort.  The 
formation  of  societies,  clubs,  associations,  aggre¬ 
gated  bodies  of  people  under  whatever  name,  has 
been  practised  from  time  immemorial  as  a  means  of 
accomplishing  results  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for 
single  individuals.  Our  association  was  organized 
in  1795,  by  eighty-three  men,  mostly  well-known 
master  mechanics,  of  whom  Paul  Revere  was  the 
leader ;  all  strong,  sagacious  business  men  of  Boston. 
The  primary  object  having  been  attained,  the  or¬ 
ganization  was  perpetuated  by  Legislative  sanction, 
in  order  to  exert  a  wider  influence  upon  public 
affairs,  as  well  as  to  advance  the  mechanical  and 
manufacturing  interests  of  the  country  at  large. 
The  public  service  performed  by  our  Association  in 
the  past  was  very  important.  Years  before  the 
introduction  of  the  “  lecture  system,”  as  now 
known,  our  Association,  for  many  successive  years, 


employed  able  men  at  a  large  expense,  to  give 
public  lectures  on  scientific  and  popular  subjects. 
They  were  numerously  attended  and  thoroughly 
appreciated.  We  aided  in  the  formation  of  the 
Mechanics  Apprentices  Library  Association,  the 
two  sustaining  substantially  the  relation  of  parent 
and  child  during  the  active  life  of  that  organization. 
The  Apprentices  Association  accomplished  great 
good  in  this  community  during  the  sixty  years  of  its 
existence,  but  the  gradual  decline  of  the  apprentice¬ 
ship  system, — the  establishment  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  and 
Union,  and  other  organizations  of  a  similar  charac¬ 
ter,  which  now  fully  occupy  the  field, — resulted  in 
its  final  closing.  This  was  the  first  library  for  the 
sole  use  of  apprentices  in  the  world.  We  Avere 
principally  instrumental  in  completing  the  Bunker 
Hill  Monument,  which  for  eight  years  remained  in 
an  unfinished  condition  for  want  of  funds;  and  the 
idea  of  placing  a  statue  of  Franklin  in  front  of  the 
City  Hall,  was  first  suggested  at  one  of  our 
meetings,  and  our  Association  was  among  the 
most  efficient  agents  in  its  erection.  For  manv 
years  we  supported  a  school  for  apprentices ; 
also  expended  a  large  sum  in  giving  them 
instructions  in  drawing.  The  “Annals”  of  the 
Association,  by  the  lion.  Joseph  T.  Buckingham, 
prior  to  18G0,  mention  in  detail  the  many  notable 
acts  of  the  Association,  which  have  given  us  so 
strong  a  hold  on  the  public  favor  and  patronage. 
The  problems  which  now  confront  us  are  different 
from  those  then  demanding  attention ;  but  they  are 
even  more  important.  The  days  of  the  stage  coach 
and  the  hand  loom  have  given  place  to  those  of 


steel  and  steam  and  the  forces  of  electricity.  The 
apprenticeship  system  which  gave  us  practical  me¬ 
chanics,  trained  in  their  respective  trades,  lias 
become  almost  extinct.  The  exigencies  arising  call 
for  the  united  wisdom  of  the  ablest  men  of  the  time. 
Our  Association  occupies  a  position  where  it  can 
continue  to  be  a  power  in  our  community  in  the 
solution  of  the  many  problems  vitally  affecting  the 
interests  of  the  whole  people.  We  have  a  concrete 
organization ;  a  strong  hold  upon  public  favor  as  the 
fruit  of  many  years  of  useful  endeavor ;  a  large  and 
intelligent  membership;  and  a  building  of  great 
value,  superior  in  size,  appointments  and  location. 
The  advances  in  some  departments  of  “industry, 
science  and  art,”  in  the  near  future,  will  doubtless 
be  even  greater  than  in  the  past.  In  the  single 
field  of  electrical  science  what  wonders  the  future 
will  unfold?  In  addition  to  a  continuation  of  our 
work  of  stimulating  the  inventive  and  productive 
industries,  so  successfully  followed  for  more  than 
fifty  years;  tho'  great  social  problems  of  the  relations 
of  capital  and  labor;  those  relating  to  the  education 
of  the  rising  generation  in  industrial  and  mechanical 
schools,  and  many  others,  must  come  to  the  front  for 
solution.  Our  industrial  exhibitions  command  uni¬ 
versal  interest  and  are  regarded  by  the  press  and 
public  as  a  great  educational  power  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  scientific  and  mechanical  knowledge.  Our 
opportunities  for  usefulness  are  very  great;  but  our 
facilities  for  improving  them  are  equally  so.  If  the 
present  only  were  in  question  we  might  rest  con¬ 
tent,  but  the  future  must  be  provided  for.  As  our 
membership  is  being  constantly  depleted  by  the 
death  of  our  older  members,  in  order  to  retain  our 


full  numerical  strength  we  must  add  as  many 
younger  men  to  take  their  places.  Our  membership 
might  be  largely  increased  to  mutual  advantage. 
What  we  need  is  an  accession  of  members,  bright, 
intelligent,  active,  energetic,  fully  alive  to  the 
necessities  of  our  times,  and  willing  to  take  some 
part  in  the  work  of  shaping  the  future  industrial 
movements  of  our  city,  state  and  nation.  No  more 
honorable  nor  congenial  service  can  be  performed 
by  men  organized  to  work  in  concert  for  a  good  and 
common  purpose  than  this.  Such  efforts  cannot 
fail  to  produce  satisfactory  results.  The  value  of 
the  harvest  reaped  by  the  public  from  our  sowing 
during  the  century  is  many  times  its  cost.  The 
expense  attending  membership  in  our  Association  is 
small,  and  in  numerous  instances  has  been  more 
than  returned.  In  those  cases  where  it  is  not  so 
returned,  the  member  has  the  pleasing  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  it  is  used  in  one  of  the  noblest  of 
charities.  Our  Association  is  known  and  recognized 
throughout  the  Union  as  one  of  the  oldest,  most  im¬ 
portant  and  influential  organizations  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  the  mechanical  and  manufacturing 
industries.  To  participate  in  this  great  work,  to  be 
a  part  of  the  directing  force  in  the  future,  is  the 
office  to  which  we  invite  the  active  and  intelligent 
men  of  the  Commonwealth.  In  so  doing  they  will 
not  only  share  the  profit,  the  honor,  and  the  satis¬ 
faction  certain  to  follow  from  this  connection,  but 
in  proportion  to  their  ability  and  energy  they  will 
transmit  their  names  to  posterity  with  those  other 
noble  men,  who,  in  the  past  century,  building 
“  better  than  they  knew,”  organized  the  Massachu¬

The  meetings  of  the  Association  are  held  on  the  third 
Wednesdays  of  Jan.,  April,  July,  and  Oct.,  at  the  building  on 
Huntington  Ave.  The  value  of  this  property,  consisting  of 
110,000  feet  of  land  and  the  building,  with  engine,  boilers, 
machinery,  organ,  furniture,  and  fixtures, — costing  over  half 
a  million  dollars,  —  is  constantly  increasing,  as  well  as  the 
income.  Its  location  insures  the  continued  increase  of  both 
for  years  to  come. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  BY-LAWS. 

Art.  1,  Sec.  2.  —  “  This  Association  shall  consist 
of  master  mechanics,  manufacturers,  and  those  en¬ 
gaged  in  or  connected  in  business  with  the  mechanical 
arts,  or  those  skilled  in  some  branch  or  department 
of  practical  science  allied  to  the  mechanical  or 
manufacturing  industries.” 

Art.  2,  Sec.  1.  — “  A  person  to  become  a  member 
must  be  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  resident  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth,  of  good  moral  character,  in  good  health, 
be  proposed  by  a  member,  be  approved  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  receive  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  and  voting  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Association,  his  name  as  a  candidate  being  printed 
on  the  notices  of  such  meeting,  and  within  one  year 
thereafter  pay  his  admission  fee,  and  subscribe 
his  name  to  the  by-laws.” 

Art.  2,  Sec.  7.  —  “  Upon  the  death  of  a  member 
there  shall  be  due  to  his  widow  in  her  own  right  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  ;  but  if  there  be  no  widow, 
then  the  same  sum  shall  be  due  to  the  estate  of  the 
deceased,  in  all  cases  first  deducting  therefrom  his 
indebtedness  to  the  Association.  If  the  widow, 
executor,  or  administrator  do  not  call  for  said  sum 
within  one  year  from  the  decease  of  the  member, 
then  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  into  the 
Charity  Fund  of  the  Association  in  the  name  of  the 
deceased  member,  and  all  such  payments  shall  be 
reported  in  detail  by  the  President  in  his  next  annual 
address.” 

The  Exhibitions  of  the  Association  are  held  every 
three  years, — the  “Fifteenth”  occuring  in  1884; 
the  “  Sixteenth”  in  1887,  and  the  “  Seventeenth” 
is  expected  to  take  place  in  1890.  Each  member 
receives  a  “season  ticket”  for  himself,  and  the 
custom  has  been  to  give  each  member  twenty  single 
tickets  for  distribution.

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INTRODUCTION. 


This  Association,  first  called  the  “Associated  Me¬ 
chanics  and  Manufacturers  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,”  was  organized  in  1795  with  Paul 
Revere  as  its  President.  Steps  were  immediately  taken 
to  procure  an  act  of  incorporation.  Benjamin  Russell, 
the  editor  and  publisher  of  the  “  Columbian  Centi- 
nel,”  one  of  the  original  members  and  a  Trustee, 
was  also  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  State 
Legislature,  and  being  a  man  of  ability  and  deter¬ 
mination  the  effort  to  obtain  a  charter  was  entrusted  to 
him;  but  so  great  was  the  opposition  that  the  act  was 
not  passed  until  1806,  at  which  time  Jonathan  Hunne- 
well  was  President  and  Benjamin  Russell  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent.  In  this  act  we  were  first  called  by  our  present 
title,  the  “Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association.”  This  charter  gave  the  Association  the  ' 
powers  usually  conferred  upon  corporations,  together 
with  authority  to  hold  real  estate  to  the  amount  of 
$40,000,  and  $10,000  personal.  It  was  signed  by 
Caleb  Strong,  Governor,  March  8th.  This  act  limited 
the  existence  of  the  Association  to  ten  years.  In  1814 
another  act  was  passed  extending  the  time  ten  years; 
and  in  1826  it  was  enacted  that  the  Association  should 
remain  a  corporation  “during  the  pleasure  of  the 
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Legislature,”  and  authority  was  given  to  hold  property 
to  the  amount  of  $100,000.  This  act  was  approved 
by  Levi  Lincoln,  Governor,  February  loth.  In  1848 
the  Association  was  authorized  to  increase  its  property 
to  $200,000,  and  this  was  again  increased  to  $300,000 
by  an  act  approved  by  William  Claflin,  Governor,  May 
10,  18G9.  In  1880  still  another  act  authorized  the 
Association  to  .hold  real  estate  to  the  amount  of 
$300,000  in  addition  to  the  amount  before  authorized ; 
making  $600,000  as  the  sum  which  the  Association  is 
at  present  authorized  to  hold.  In  some  editions  of  our 
By-Laws  a  brief  historical  account  of  the  Association 
has  been  inserted;  but  in  consideration  of  the- fact  that 
the  continued  “  Annals  ”  of  the  Association  are  in 
process  of  preparation,  and  will  probably  be  printed 
for  the  use  of  the  members  in  the  near  future;  and 
also  that  the  “centennial”  of  the  Association  will 
occur  in  1895,  at  which  time  it  may  reasonably  be  ex¬ 
pected  that  a  new  edition  will  be  issued,  including  much 
other  matter  of  interest,  and  a  complete  list  of  the 
members  for  the  entire  period  of  one  hundred  years , 

,  it  has  been  omitted  in  this  edition.

PREAMBLE. 

It  is  universally  admitted  that  the  combined  operations 
of  the  mechanic  ^powers  have  been  the  source  of  those 
useful  inventions  and  scientific  arts  which  have  driven  to 
polished  society  its  wealth,  conveniences,  respectability, 
and  defence  ;  and  which  have  ameliorated  the  condition  of 
its  citizens.  Rational,  then,  is  the  inference  that  the 
association  of  those  who  conduct  those  powers  in  their 
operations  will  prove  highly  beneficial  in  promoting  mutual 
good  offices  and  fellowship  ;  in  assisting  the  necessitous, 
encouraging  the  ingenious,  and  in  rewarding  fidelity.  To 
effect  these  desirable  ends,  the  present  associates  agree  to 
be  governed,  as  a  society,  by  the  following 

BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE  I. 

NAME  AND  QUALIFICATIONS. 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  Association,  as  specified 
in  the  act  of  incorporation,  shall  be  the  “  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Mechanic  Association.” 

Section  2.  This  Association  shall  consist  of  master  me¬ 
chanics,  manufacturers,  and  those  engaged  in  or  connected 
in  business  with  the  mechanical  arts,  or  those  skilled  in 
some  branch  or  department  of  practical  science  allied  to  the 
mechanical  or  manufacturing  industries. 
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Section  3.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  twelve 
Trustees,  who  shall  constitute  and  be  denominated  the 
“  Government  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association.  ” 


ARTICLE  II. 


CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1 .  A  person  to  become  a  member  must  be  not 
less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  a  resident  of  this  Commonwealth,  of  good  moral 
character,  in  good  health,  be  proposed  by  a  member,  be 
approved  by  the  Government,  receive  two-thirds  of  the 
votes  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  a  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Association,  his  name  as  a  candidate  being 
printed  on  the  notices  of  such  meeting,  and  within  one  year 
thereafter  pay  his  admission  fee,  and  subscribe  his  name  to 
the  by-laws.  All  candidates  for  membership  may  be  voted 
for  on  one  ticket,  unless  the  meeting:  shall  otherwise  deter- 
mine,  and  the  name  of  any  candidate  erased  shall  be  counted 
as  a  vote  against  such  candidate. 

Section  2.  The  fee  for  admission  shall  be  according;  to

Each  member  shall  be  subject  to  an  annual  assessment  of 
five  dollars,  for  the  calendar  year,  payable  before 
April  first. 
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Section  3.  Members  who  have  been  such  for  thirty 
years  [uninterruptedly]  and  have  paid  all  assessments,  shall 
be  considered  life-members.  Any  member  who  has  paid 
all  assessments  may  become  a  life-member  at  any  time  on 
the  payment  in  one  sum  of  an  amount  equal  to  three  dollars 
per  year  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  thirty 
years,  dating  from  the  time  of  his  admission.  Life-mem¬ 
bers  shall  be  exempt  from  the  annual  assessments,  but 
shall  be  subject  to  all  By-Laws  of  the  Association  and  to 
all  special  assessments.  When  a  member  not  indebted  to 
this  Association  shall  tender  his  resignation  of  membership 
in  writing,  the  Secretary  is  authorized  to  accept  such 
resignation,  and  to  remove  his  name  from  the  roll  of  mem¬ 
bers,  and  all  such  acceptances  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Government  at  the  next  meeting  thereafter,  and 
entered  upon  the  records. 

Section  4.  Every  member  whose  annual  assessment  for 
any  calendar  year  shall  remain  unpaid  on  the  first  day  of 
October  of  the  same  year,  shall  be  notified  by  the  Secretary 
of  his  delinquency,  by  notice  mailed  to  his  last  known 
address,  and  the  Secretary  shall  report  such  member  to  the 
Board  of  Government  as  in  arrears  ;  and  if  the  amount  due 
shall  remain  unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  year  for  which  the 
same  is  due,  the  Government  may  report  the  name  of  the 
delinquent  member,  and  the  amount  of  his  arrearages  to 
the  Association,  and  thereupon  the  Association  may  declare 
his  membership  forfeited,  and  discharge  him  from  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  and  voting  upon  the  question  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting  ;  provided  that  notice  of  such 
contemplated  action  be  mailed  to  the  delinquent  member  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  meeting  at  which  such  action  is  taken.  A  member 
discharged  for  delinquency  shall  not  be  again  admitted 
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without  having  first  paid  his  past  dues,  and  been  balloted 
for  by  the  Association. 

Section  5.  Such  persons  of  distinction  as  the  Govern¬ 
ment  shall,  from  time  to  time,  recommend  and  approve, 
may  be  admitted  Honorary  Members,  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  ;  they 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  pecuniary,  elective,  or 
controlling  privileges  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  assessments. 

Section  6.  Every  person  becoming  a  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  certificate  of  his  membership  and  a  copy  of  the 
By-Laws. 

Section  7.  Upon  the  death  of  a  member  there  shall  be 
due  to  his  widow  in  her  own  right  the  sum  of  seventy-five 
dollars  ;  but  if  there  be  no  widow,  then  the  same  sum  shall 
be  due  to  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  in  all  cases  first 
deducting  therefrom  his  indebtedness  to  the  Association. 
If  the  widow,  executor,  or  administrator  do  not  call  for  said 
sum  within  one  year  from  the  decease  of  the  member,  then 
the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  into  the  Charity  Fund  of 
the  Association  in  the  name  of  the  deceased  member,  and 
all  such  payments  shall  be  reported  in  detail  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  in  his  next  annual  address. 

Section  8.  All  moneys  received  for  admissions  to 
membership  in  the  Association,  and  all  moneys  received  for 
life-membership,  together  with  all  incomes  from  the  Exhi¬ 
bition  Building  on  Huntington  Avenue  and  its  contents, 
which  may  remain  after  paying  all  costs  and  charges  for 
care  and  maintenance,  shall  be  set  apart  for,  and  applied 
to,  the  uses  of  a  Sinking  Fund,  for  purposes  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Section  9.  A  Board  of  Commissioners,  consisting-  of 
the  President,  Vice-President,  and  Treasurer  for  the  time 
being,  shall  have  charge  of  the  Sinking  Fund.  They  shall 
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care  for  and  invest  the  same  according  to  their  best  judg¬ 
ment,  either  in  securities  of  the  Association  or  otherwise, 
and  shall  apply  both  principal  and  income  of  said  fund  for 
and  to  the  liquidation  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  upon  their  real  estate.  They  shall  make  a  written 
report  of  the  condition  of  their  trust  at  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association. 

Section  10.  There  shall  be  established  and  maintained 
a  Charity  Fund,  of  which  Levi  L.  Wilcutt,  Charles  Whit¬ 
tier,  and  Erastus  B.  Badger,  or  their  successors,  shall  be 
Trustees  ;  and  all  donations  to  this  Association,  not  other¬ 
wise  especially  set  apart  for  specific  purposes  by  their 
donors,  shall  be  paid  into  this  fund  ;  the  income  only  of 
which  shall  be  expended,  and  that  only  in  maintaining  the 
charitable  work  of  the  Association  as  now  or  hereafter  may 
be  provided  by  the  by-laws.  The  donations  as  received, 
if  not  already  invested  in  the  bonds  of  this  Association 
dated  May  1,  1885,  and  secured  by  a  mortgage  made  by 
the  Association  of  the  same  date  to  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit 
&  Trust  Co.,  and  also  the  proceeds  of  any  such  bonds  be¬ 
longing  to  this  fund  when  paid,  shall  be  invested  by  the 
Trustees  in  such  securities  as  are  prescribed  for  the  savings- 
banks  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  11.*  The  selection  of  candidates  for  the  two 
Free  Scholarships,  of  two  years  each,  in  the  School  of 
Mechanic  Arts  in  the  Institute  of  Technology,  shall  be  made 


*  In  1876  this  Association  advanced  the  sum  of  $1,000  to  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Institute  of  Technology;  in  consideration  of  which  an  agree¬ 
ment  was  made  whereby  we  were  entitled  to  two  free  scholarships  in 
the  “  School  of  Mechanic  Arts  ”  in  that  institution.  For  reasons 
satisfactory  to  themselves  they  have  decided  to  discontinue  that  grade 
of  scholarship  at  the  close  of  the  current  school  year,  and  have  sug¬ 
gested  the  return  of  the  money  and  the  cancellation  of  the  agreement, 
fehould  this  be  consummated  those  sections  of  the  by-laws  which  refer 
to  the  scholarships  will  be  practically  void.  If  on  the  contrary  some 
arrangement  is  made  to  continue  them,  the  members  will  learn  the 
fact  from  notices  sent  as  heretofore  when  vacancies  in  the  scholarships 
are  about  to  occur.

by  submitting  all  applications  therefor  to  the  Committee  on 
Library,  at  least  four  months  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  in  which  vacancies  occur.

ARTICLE  III. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Association 
shall  be  held  on  the  third  Wednesdays  in  January,  April, 
July,  and  October,  at  such  time  and  place  in  Boston  as  the 
President  shall  direct.  But,  should  circumstances  occur  to 
render  it  expedient,  the  President,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Government,  may  call  a  meeting  on  a  prior  or  subse¬ 
quent  day. 

Section  2.  Every  third  year  from  1821  (unless  the 
Association  otherwise  decide),  there  shall  be  a  special 
meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  in  the  month  of 
September  or  October,  to  be  called  the  “Triennial  Festi¬ 
val,”  on  which  occasion  an  address  shall  be  delivered  bv  a 
member.  The  expenses  of  such  festivals  shall  be  defrayed 
by  an  assessment  on  the  members  who  may  participate. 

Section  3.  The  meetings  of  the  Government  shall  be 
held  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  direct. 

Section  4.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  shall 
be  called  by  the  President  whenever  a  majority  of  the 
Government  shall  deem  it  expedient,  and  whenever  an 
application  therefor  shall  be  made  by  twenty  members,  in 
writing. 

Section  5.  Printed  notices  of  all  regular  and  special 
meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  sent  by  mail,  or  other¬ 
wise,  at  least  three  days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting,  to 
the  last  known  address  of  each  member. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS  AND  COMMITTEE  OF  RELIEF. 

Section  1.  The  election  of  officers  and  Committee  of 
Relief  fdiall  be  at  the  annual  meeting  in  January,  by  written 
votes,  a  majority  making  a  choice.  The  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  be  voted  for 
separately  ;  the  Trustees  may  all  be  named  on  one  ticket, 
and  also  the  Committee  of  Relief  on  one  ticket.  In  case 
the  Association  shall  fail  to  elect  all  or  either  of  its  officers 
on  the  aforesaid  day,  the  meeting  may  be  adjourned  from 
time  to  time  until  such  election  is  completed  ;  provided, 
however,  that  not  more  than  ten  days  shall  intervene  from 
one  adjournment  to  another. 

Section  2.  The  same  person  shall  not  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  President,  Vice-President,  Trustee,  or  member  of 
the  Committee  of  Relief,  more  than  three  years  successively; 
but  if  first  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  death  or 
resignation,  the  fraction  of  the  rear  shall  not  be  considered 
in  this  limitation. 

Section  3.  Whenever  a  vacancv  shall  occur  in  the 
Government,  or  Committee  of  Relief,  it  may  be  filled  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  In  case  the  Association,  at  any  meeting, 
shall  vote  to  hold  an  Exhibition  of  Industry,  Skill,  and 
Art  during  the  year  then  next  ensuing,  the  call  for  the 
meeting  containing  a  notice  of  the  same,  the  Board  of 
Government,  in  matters  pertaining  solely  to  the  contem¬ 
plated  Exhibition,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Managers, 
who.  shall  have  full  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  and  control  of  . 
all  its  affairs,  with  power  to  make  all  needful  rules  and 

regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the  Exhibition.  If  he  shall 

© 

so  elect,  the  President  may  appoint  from  members  of  the 
Association, — subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Board  of 
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Managers, — seven  Associate  Trustees  to  assist  in  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  Exhibition.  In  case  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  also  constitute  such  Associate  Trustees  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  confer  upon  them  the  right  to 
vote  upon  questions  pertaining  exclusively  to  the  Exhibition, 
as  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  do,  nine  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  of  the  combined  Board.  The  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Association  shall  also  be  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Exhibition,  but  he  shall  keep  separate  books  of  account, 
and  the  funds  of  the  Exhibition  shall  be  kept  distinct  from 
the  ordinary  funds  of  the  Association,  until  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 


•ARTICLE  V. 

DUTY  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Association  and  Government.  He  shall  sign  all 
documents  and  certificates  issued  by  the  Association  or 
Government.  He  may  appoint  such  temporary  subordinate 
officers,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
fcr  the  promotion  of  order  and  the  arrangement  of  proces¬ 
sions.  He  shall  read,  or  cause  to  be  read,  the  journal  of 
proceedings  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Government  and 
Association. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  sign  all  official 
documents  which  require  the  signature  of  the  President. 
In  the  absence  of  the  President  he  shall  preside  in  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  Government.  In  the  absence  of  the  President 
and  Vice-President,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen 
to  preside. 

Section  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  intrusted  with  all 
the  property  of  the  Association  not  otherwise  provided  for. 
He  shall,  with  the  advice  or  consent  of  the  Committee  on 
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Finance,  from  time  to  time,  invest  and  dispose  of  the  funds 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  most  beneficial.  He 
shall  report  annually  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Association,  and  the  amount  and  species  of  property  re¬ 
maining  in  his  care.  He  shall  pay  no  money  without 
authority  therefor  from  the  Committee  on  Finance  ;  his 
accounts  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  their  inspection, 
and  annually  a  careful  examination  of  all  his  accounts  shall 
be  made  and  their  correctness  attested  on  his  books  by  the 
Committee  on  Finance.  He  shall  give  such  a  bond,  with 
securities,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  trust,  as  shall 
be  required  by  the  Government,  and  his  compensation  shall 
be  fixed  by  that  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct 
record  of  the  proceedings  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  Government.  He  shall  issue  all  notifications  for  the 
meetings  of  the  Association,  Government,  or  committees  ; 
and  in  the  notifications  to  the  Association  he  shall  state  the 
object  of  the  meeting,  and  any  special  business  proposed  to 
be  acted  upon.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of  each 
committee  with  the  vote  of  Ids  appointment,  and  act  as 
clerk  to  committees  whenever  required.  He  shall  notify 
each  candidate  of  his  admission  within  ten  days  thereafter. 
He  shall  notify  each  member  of  his  dues  to  the  Association. 
He  shall  collect  the  fees  of  admission,  assessments,  and  other 
dues  from  members,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  quar¬ 
terly,  taking  his  receipt  for  the  amount  paid.  He  shall  keep  a 
correct  list  of  the  members,  and  from  time  to  time  report 
to  the  Government  the  names  of  those  who  are  delinquent 
in  paying  the  dues  to  the  Association.  He  shall  also  keep 
a  correct  list  of  all  members  deceased  or  discharged  durino; 
each  year,  a  copy  of  which  he  shall  furnish  to  the  Committee 
of  Relief.  He  shall  exhibit  to  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
annually,  a  statement  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  with 
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the  vouchers,  and  his  accounts  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to 
their  inspection  ;  and  he  shall  receive  such  compensation 
for  his  services  as  the  Government  may  deem  proper  The 
Government  may  require  him  to  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duty. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

COMMON  SEAL. 

The  Association  shall  have  a  common  seal,  which  shall 
be  in  the  care  of  the  Secretary,  and  which  shall  be  affixed 
to  all  the  official  documents  and  certificates  which  require 
the  signature  of  the  President. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

GOVERNMENT. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Government  to 
superintend  the  prudential  affairs  of  the  Association,  and 
pursue  such  measures  as,  in  their  judgment,  will  tend  to 
promote  its  best  interests,  respectability,  and  prosperity.  * 
They  may  correspond  with  other  associations  of  mechanics 
and  manufacturers,  on  such  subjects  as  are  calculated  to 
promote  the  general  objects  of  this  institution,  and  shall 
submit  such  correspondence  to  the  Association,  for  the  in¬ 
formation  of  its  members.  They  shall  have  power  to  remit 
arrearages  to  unfortunate  members,  and  they  may  report 
to  the  Association,  annually,  all  remittances  made  by  them 
during  the  year.  They  shall  examine  and  approve  the 
record  of  their  several  meetings  during  each  quarter,  and 
this  record  may  be  read  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  As¬ 
sociation.  They  shall,  annually,  at  their  first  meeting  after 
the  election  of  officers,  appoint  a  Committee  on  Finance, 
consisting  of  the  President  (who  shall  be  Chairman  ex 
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officio),  the  Vice-President,  and  three  Trustees,  the  latter 
to  be  chosen  by  written  votes.  They  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  such  ministerial  and  clerical  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  and  fix  their  compensation.  They  shall 
elect  from  the  list  of  candidates  for  the  free  scholarships  in 
the  School  of  Mechanic  Arts  in  the  Institute  of  Technology, 
reported  to  them  by  the  Committee  on  Library,  a  sufficient 
number  to  fill  any  vacancies.*  The  President  shall  appoint 
three  Standing  Committees,  of  five  members  each,  who 
shall  serve  until  the  appointment  of  their  successors,  namely: 
A  Committee  on  Building,  of  which  the  President  and  the 
Vice-President  shall  be  members  ex  officio;  a  Committee  on 
Library,  of  which  the  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman; 
and  a  Committee  on  Delinquents. 

Section  2.  The  Government  may  make  a  report  in 
print,  to  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Association  with 
the  notifications  for  the  annual  meeting — the  report  to 
comprise  an  abstract  of  the  Treasurer’s  report,  statement 
of  property,  indebtedness,  and  insurance,  an  estimate  of 
the  probable  income  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  appro¬ 
priation  required  for  the  estimated  expenditures  of  the 
year  based  on  a'  stated  classification.  The  appropriation 
shall  be  determined  and  voted  by  the  Association  at  the 
annual  meeting,  and  the  expenditures  shall  be  limited  to 
the  appropriation,  or  to  such  additional  amounts  as  the 
Association  may  vote  at  any  meeting,  notice  thereof  being 
given  to  the  members  in  the  notification  of  the  meeting. 

Section  3.  No  member  of  the  Government  shall  be 
personally  interested  in  any  pecuniary  transaction  to  which 
the  Association  is  a  party  in  interest,  unless  authorized  by 
a  vote  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  In  case  6f  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trus-

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tees  of  the  Charity  Fund,  however  caused,  the  same  may 
be  filled  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Association. 
Any  Trustee  may  be  discharged  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Association  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  such  proposed 
action  is  contained  in  the  printed  notices  for  such  meeting. 
The  Trustees  shall  be  members  of  the  Association,  and  any 
Trustee  who  shall  resign  his  membership  in,  or  be  legally 
discharged  from,  the  Association  shall  thereupon  cease  to 
be  a  Trustee.  The  Trustees  shall  report  the  condition  of 
their  trust  at  each  annnal  meeting  of  the  Association,  their 
accounts  having  first  been  audited  by  a  Committee  of  the 
Government,  consisting  of  not  less  than  two  members. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  The  Committee  of  Relief  shall  consist  of 
nine  members,  of  which  five  will  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of 
Relief,  on  application,  to  extend  aid  to  such  indigent  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  Association,  or  their  families,  as  may  be  proper 
objects  of  charity,  and  to  receive  and  act  on  all  petitions 
for  relief.  They  shall  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  such  sums  as  they  may  determine  by  vote,  from 
month  to  month,  are  required  for  payments  to  beneficiaries. 
They  shall  make  a  written  report  of  their  doings,  and 
lay  the  same  before  the  Association  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  January,  omitting,  however,  the  names  of  the  bene¬ 
ficiaries.  They  shall  recommend  such  an  appropriation  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.  ▼They  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  as  Chairman.  They  shall  elect  a  Secretary, 
who  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  names  of  the  beneficiaries, 
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together  with  the  amount  individually  received  by  each 
from  month  to  month,  and  such  other  records  as  the  Com¬ 
mittee  may  determine.  The  Committee  shall  submit  all 
their  records  and  accounts  to  the  Board  of  Government, 
when  desired.  The  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  each  member  of  the  Committee,  and  of  the  Secretary, 
shall  be  audited  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  of  Finance  shall  examine 
and  approve  the  expenditures  of  the  Association  ;  they  shall 
advise  with  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  investment  of 
funds,  and  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of  the  fiscal 
concerns  of  the  Association.  They  shall  examine  the 
records  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and 
Committee  of  Relief,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  report  a 
statement  of  the  property  of  the  Association  previous  to  the 
election  of  officers. 

Section  4.  A  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be 
chosen  at  the  quarterly  meeting  in  October,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  select  one  or  more  candidates  for  each  elective 
office,  and  the  Secretary  shall  forward  a  list  of  such  candi¬ 
dates  selected  to  each  member  of  the  Association,  at  least 
one  week  anterior  to  the  annual  meeting.  Said  Committee 
shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a  Chairman  and  Secretary, 
and  each  candidate  shall  be  notified  of  his  nomination,  and 
his  acceptance  be  received,  before  presenting  his  name  to 
the  Association. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Building  shall  have 
charge  of  the  real  estate  of  the  Association,  with  power  to 
let  or  lease  such  portion  as  they  may  deem  expedient, 
except  when  the  same  is  required  by  the  Association  for 
exhibition  purposes.  The  leases  for  any  term  over  thirty 
days,  excepting  for  storage  purposes,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Government  for  approval.  The  basement  may  be  used 
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for  the  storage  of  such  merchandise  as  will  not  increase 
the  insurance  risk  or  rate.  They  shall  have  authority  to 
make  ordinary  repairs  ;  but  in  case  the  cost  of  any  particular 
item  of  repairs  is  estimated  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars, 
it  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  Government  for  approval. 
The  Committee  on  Library  shall  have  the  care  and 
custody  of  all  the  books  and  printed  reports,  bookcases, 
apparatus,  statuary,  the  “  Franklin  Press,”  and  all  other 
mementos  belonging  to  this  Association.  They  shall  also 
receive  and  consider  all  applications  for  free  scholarships 
in  the  School  of  Mechanic  Arts  in  the  Institute  of  Tech¬ 
nology  ;*  and  report  to  the  Government  the  names  of  those 
whom  they  consider  the  best  qualified  candidates,  at  least 
two  months  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  when 
vacancies  will  occur.  The  Committee  on  Delinquents 
shall  from  time  to  time  examine  the  list  of  delinquent  mem¬ 
bers  referred  to  them  by  the  Government,  or  submitted 
to  them  by  the  Secretary,  and  report  in  detail  to  the 
Government  such  action  under  Section  4,  Article  II.,  of 
the  By-Laws  as  they  may  deem  for  the-  interest  of  the 
Association. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

Section  1.  Beneficence,  and  the  promotion  of  the 
industrial  arts,  are  the  main  objects  of  this  Association; 
and  to  effect  these,  such  appropriations  shall  be  made  as 
may  be  consistent  with  its  funds. 

Section  2.  As  it  is  compatible  with  the  act  of  incor¬ 
poration  and  the  good  of  society,  the  Association  may, 
from  time  to  time,  when  the  state  of  its  finances  will  war-

*ant,  encourage  and  promote  inventions  and  improvements 
in  the  arts,  by  exhibitions,  and  the  granting  of  such 
premiums,  for  ingenuity  and  superior  workmanship,  as  the 
Government  shall  deem  expedient. 

SECTION'S.  “To  reward  industry,  fidelity,  and  cor¬ 
rect  habits,  the  Association  decrees  that  when  an  apprentice 
of  a  member,  or  any  graduate  of  any  established  school  of 
mechanic  arts,  or  other  industrial  institution  engaged  in 
the  work  of  teaching  to  young  people  a  practical  knowledge 
of  any  mechanical  trade  or  calling,  on  arriving  at  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  shall  produce  a  certificate  from  the  person 
with  whom  the  apprenticeship  has  been  served,  or  the 
Principal  of  such  mechanical  school,  certifying  that  they 
have  behaved  with  fidelity  and  attention,  and  have  not 
violated  any  agreement  made  by  them,  the  Government 
may  direct  that  such  person  be  furnished  with  a  certificate 
sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Association,  signed  by  the 
President  and  Vice-President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary, 
which  certificate  shall  be  in  the  following  terms:  ’’-1- 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association. 

To  all  who  shall  see  these  presents,  Greeting :  Whereas 
,  of  ,  hath  presented  to  us  the  certificate  of 
of  ,  setting  forth  that  the  said  hath  duly  discharged 

the  duties  and  fulfilled  his  engagements  as  a  faithful  apprentice,  and 
that  he  recommends  him  as  worthy  the  countenance  of  the  Association : 
Therefore, 

We,  the  President  and  Vice  President,  in  behalf  of  said  Association, 
do  grant  him  this  certificate  of  our  approbation  ;  and  do  recommend 
him  to  the  notice,  encouragement,  protection  and  patronage  of  all 
persons  in  all  countries  where  he  may  sojourn.

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Section  4.  The  Government  shall  have  power  at  any- 
meeting,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present,  on 
complaint  of  any  member  of  the  Association,  to  expel  any 
member  who  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  ungentlemanlike 
or  dishonorable  conduct ;  but  the  member  so  expelled  may 
appeal  to  the  Association  at  any  time  within  one  year  from 
such  expulsion. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  considered  dishonorable  and 
ungentlemanly  conduct  for  any  member  of  this  Association 
to  employ  the  apprentice  of  another  person,  who  shall  have 
left  his  service  without  his  consent,  unless  the  consent  of 
the  Government  of  the  Association  that  such  apprentice 
may  be  so  employed  shall  have  been  obtained.  But  no 
such  subject  shall  be  brought  before  the  Government  until 
the  person  aggrieved  shall  have  applied  to  the  offending 
member,  and  the  latter  shall  have  refused,  or  for  an 
unreasonable  length  of  time  neglected,  to  give  proper 
satisfaction. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  an  appropriate  standard  for 
the  Association,  to  be  borne  in  general  processions. 

_ 

ARTICLE  X. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Section  1.  At  all  the  meetings  of  the  Association  or 
Government  the  members  shall  be  called  to  order  within 
five  minutes  after  the  time  named  in  the  notification  for  the 
meeting,  provided  a  quorum  is  present ;  to  form  which,  seven 
members  shall  be  necessary  in  the  Government,  and  twenty- 
five  in  the  Association.  . 

Section  2.  During  the  discussion  of  any  question  in 
the  Association  the  person  speaking  shall  stand  uncovered 
and  address  the  presiding  officer  ;  he  shall  not  be  inter¬ 
rupted  while  speaking,  except  to  be  called  to  order.  These 
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rules  shall  also  be  observed  in  the  Government,  except  that 
the  member  may  be  seated  while  speaking. 

Section  3.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to 
the  same  question,  except  for  the  purpose  of  explanation, 
unless  he  obtains  permission  from  the  members  present. 

Section  4.  The  presiding  officer  shall  have  power,  and 
it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  regulate  the  deliberative  proceedings 
of  the  Association  and  Government  agreeably  to  legislative 
usage. 

Section  5.  No  subject  foreign  to  the  purposes  of  the 
Association  shall  be  introduced  at  any  of  its  meetings  for 
business. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

amendment  or  repeal  of  the  by-laws. 

Section  1.  The  foregoing  By-Laws  may  be  amended 
or  repealed  whenever  three-quarters  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  at  any  meeting  shall  so  determine  ;  but  no  such 
alteration  shall  be  made  unless  the  subject  shall  have  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  and  in  the  meantime 
referred  to  a  committee,  and  the  same  specified  on  the 
notification  for  the  meeting  at  which  it  is  to  be  considered. 

Section  2.  All  former  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Association  inconsistent  with  these  By-Laws  are  hereby 
repealed.
